The practical utility of gravel as mulch 
whero it can be^canily procured should ho 
tested by all free-planters.

is best suited to clover, beans and potatoes. 
Dr. Nichols of Haverhilt, Mass., claims that 
by dropping a handful of plaster into each 
hill of potatoes on half his piece, ho secured 
an abundant jiold of very handsome pota- 
toes, while on the half without plaster ho 
did not get a potato lit to send to market. 
Yet the plastered part had no other manure, 
and the unplastored part was well dressed. 
The best authorities do not atlviso mixing 
plaster and ashes in the hill,^but say put tho 
ashes in tho hill and the plaster on the plants 
after they como up, and when they aro wet 
with dew or rain.

A very good guide is the

and retains.tho imprint of tho lingers, it is 
too wet ; while if it falls apart in an irregu- 
lar heap, it may be deemed in a condition 
for the seeds.

it covers tho small seed so deeply that many 
of then will not germinate. 
If tho ground 


is in proper tilth no covering will bo needed, 
»s the seeds will naturally bo washed under 
lino particles of soil by tho firet rain.

Winter wheat, orryc, it is n good practice 
to harrow the sorfaco before sowiug clover 
seed: or, with Winter grain, tho seed may 
h« sown on frozen ground bcforo it is dry 
enough to harrow. 
Freezing and thawing 


will cover tho seeds sufficiently. 
One pcclt 


of clover seed per aero should ho sown on 
all land where clover accd has not recently 
been grown.
